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INTRODUCTION. 


Time  was  when  people  regarded  history  in  a  far  less  serious  light  than 
now  ;  then,  the  Present  gave  hut  a  questionable  echo  of  past  happenings, 
or  as  a  pulse,  told,  as  best  it  might,  of  man's  erratic  progress  in  love,  art, 
war,  the  trades,  and  learned  professions.  But  our  advancement,  as  a 
Nation,  in  its  effort  to  establish  itself  commercially  and  socially  on  an 
equal  footing  with  those  of  Europe,  proved  extremely  laborious  and  slow, 
so  that  in  a  little  while  those  dwelling  upon  this  continent  recognized  dis- 
tinctly the  fact  that  there  was  something  wanting,  although  what,  they  were 
unable  to  discover.  Men  of  all  philosophies  endeavored  strenuously  to  lo- 
cate the  trouble,  but  their  efforts  proved  altogether  unavailable.  Nature 
certainly  was  not  responsible  for  these  unpleasant  conditions,  having  given 
to  us  all  of  those  wonderful  advantages  in  the  ownership  of  which  any  Nation 
might  feel  absolutely  secure. 

Soil,  climate,  minerals,  were  all  ours  and  with  plenty  to  spare. 

Neither  was  it  the  want  of  brains,  opportunity,  or  means,  by  which  our 
interests  had  been  so  badly  handicapped,  but  simply  the  fact  that  we.  as  a 
People — a  Nation — have  heretofore  been  too  young  and  untried  ;  an  un- 
known quantity,  wanting  in  former  experiences  by  means  of  which  we  might 
discover  our  unquestionable  right  to  general  recognition.  All  along,  then, 
it  has  been  a  plain  case  of  age — age,  wanted  as  evidence  of  past  endeavor 
and  success  ac(|uire<l.  P.y  the  outer  world  we  have  never  l)een  taken  altogether 
seriously,  a  condition  due  to  this  same  fact,  and  practically,  it  is  but  a  reason- 
able attitude  for  others  to  assume,  knowing  so  little  about  our  ways,  and 
liable,  besides, — owing  to  the  gross  misrepresentation  of  our  National  char- 
acter by  a  bogus  "moneyocracy,"  whose  apeish  ignorance  set  all  luu-o])e  a-grin, 
— to  misjudge  us  as  a  people.  Later,  contact  with  citizens  of  the  truly  repre- 
sentative type,  did  much  towards  establishing  a  genuine  sentiment  of  good 
fellowship,  between  our  people  and  those  of  other  lands.  Indeed,  we  may  say 
that  they  know  us  now  at  ovu-  true  value,  and  are  glad  that  others  should 
be  made  to  understand,  that  we  are  their  friends. 

At  first  sight,  many  readers  may  fail  pcrha])s,  in  noting  the  necessity 
for  so  copious  a  reference  to  the  past,  in  this  work,  particularly  dealing  as  it 
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does — almost  exclusively — with  the  jieople  of  Wisconsin.  (  )ur  excuse,  how- 
ever, we  consider  well-^s^rounded.  helieviuij  that  the  subject  should  be  treated 
as  one  of  ijeneral  evolution  in  the  Xalidual  character,  and.  as  such,  be  made 
to  interpret  a  broader  meanint;',  which  at  once  releases  us  from  the  slif^htot 
suspicion  of  sectioiial  sentiment. 

All  about  us.  like  conditions  have  ])revailed  and  been  approached  with 
a  view  to  improving;'  the  situation,  yet  notlring"  came  of  it,  excei)t  throui^h 
the  medium  of  long  hard  years  of  professional  and  industrial  effort. 

In  the  earlier  period  of  this  Nation's  struggle  for  independence,  luu'ope 
was  simpl\-  amused  at  our  puny  efforts  to  become  a  permanent  factor  in  the 
world's  i)rogress,  and  never  was  known  to  regard  us,  either  as  a  commercial 
or  social  menace.  A  wealth  of  watery  wastes  lay  between  us,  league  upon 
league  of  ocean  separated  us  and  our  belongings  from  those  giants  of  the 
Old  World,  who  in  undis])uted  ])ossessi()n  of  centuries  of  tindisputed  commer- 
cial tlominance,  had  as  much  faith  in  *Jie  coining  of  the  Millennium  as  that 
America  and  American  industries  would  ever  become  active  factors  in  a 
Twentieth  Century  strife  for  commercial  supremacy. 

And  this  is  how  matters  obtained,  until  a  brief  while  ago,  when  there 
arose  an  ominous  war  cloud  that  came  closer  and  closer,  until  we  were  almost 
lost  within  the  shadowy  embrace  of  its  sable  folds.  Consistent  in  her  want 
of  faith.  Europe  continued  to  make  merry  at  our  expense.  flip])antlv  referring 
to  our  arrogance  in  talking  back  to  a  nati(Mi  like  S])ain.  whose  every  inspira- 
tion came  from  the  accumulated  successes  of  centuries,  acquired  upon  the 
field  of  battle.  How  foolish  they  deemed  us  time  alone  may  divulge,  but 
it  all  would  be  over  quickly, — that  they  knew. — and,  as  the  eflfort  needful  to 
convince  us  of  our  error  would  involve  but  little  additional  labor,  or  ex])ense 
than  the  usual  "'annual  maneuvers,"  S])ain  could  afford  to  be  generous  lo 
a  fallen  foe. 

But,  unfortunately  for  the  ])eace  of  mind  of  Knightly  doomsters  and 
prophets  of  evil,  they  awoke  one  morning  to  learn,  that  the  "interesting 
event"  had  transpired,  though  hardly  as  anticipated.  In  almost  the  turning 
of  an  hourglass,  following  the  arri\al  of  Dewey  in  Manila  I'ay.  the  story  of 
a  great  nation's  mar\elous  desfiu}-  had  been  twisted  beyond  all  recognition, 
while  hundreds  of  the  best  and  bravest  of  heroic  Spain  had  yielded  life  itself, 
— martyrs  to  National  pride  and  in  homage  also  to  our  own  America,  sell- 
constituted  A]x)stle  of  bVeedom  and  home  of  the  brave. 

To  us  in  .\merica,  it  sometimes  seems,  this  miraculous  event  is  never  to 
be  regarded  in  its  proper  light.  Though  ever  anxious  to  be  just,  i)articularly 
with  a  conquered  foe,  this  overwhelming  victory,  for  the  moment,  made  us 
morally  irresponsible;  for  we  saw  nothing,  thought  of  nollrng.  believed  iti 
nothing  but  the  very  i)alpable  fact  that  an  enemy,  bearing  one  of  the  ])rond- 


est  names  in  all  Christendom:  a  people  overwhelmed  hy  the  weif^lit  of  hril- 
liant  achievements,  both  on  land  and  sea,  had  fallen  an  easy  victim  to  the 
prowess  of  American  arms.  X'ever.  in  all  the  annals  of  the  W^orld's  wars 
has  sncli  a  decisi\e,  yet  bloodless  victory  been  won.  Following  this,  with 
hardly  a  moment's  panse,  came  those  other  decisive  events,  terminating-  as 
we  all  know,  in  the  irretrievable  defeat  and  downfall  of  S])anish  supremacy. 

.\nd  yet,  with  all  these  stubborn  facts  to  combat,  "the  Powers"  still 
hesitated  in  considering  us  from  a  plane  of  general  equality.  This  fact  was 
made  obvious  in  the  ilippant  methods  of  "olificial  recognition"  and  the 
"amenities"  adopted  by  the  German  Admiral,  \'on  Deidrichs,  whose  flag 
ship  lay  anchored  in  the  bay  at  the  time  of  Dewey's  arrival,  and  for  some 
time  fc^llowing.  Tt  was  at  this  time  that  Admiral  Dewey  was  compelled  to 
make  heavy  drafts  upon  his  latent  stores  both  executive  and  diplomatic,  the 
same,  it  appears,  proving  sufificiently  impressive  to  call  forth  a  prompt 
apology.  The  incident  closed,  these  German  officers  at  last  realized,  that  they 
had  been  treated  to  an  exhibition  of  American  dii)lomac\'  and  of  what  this 
country  could  do,  in  the  way  of  protecting  her  rights  and  reputation,  should 
it  be  necessary,  and  that,  too,  without  dress  rehearsal  or  other  preparation 
of  any  kind  whatsoever. 

To-day.  the  Nations  are  politely  interested  wherever  America  is  the  sub- 
ject of  discussion,  wdiile  her  slightest  wish,  as  reflected  through  the  Govern- 
ment at  Washington,  receives  prompt  and  respectful  attention.  '  The  men 
behind  the  guns  at  Manila  and  Santiago,  the  boys  that  scaled  the  heights  of 
San  Juan. — the  American  citizen,  as  soldier,  sailor  or  private  individual,  have 
earned  a  courteous  hearing  from  all  the  world. 

But.  w'hat  is  better  still,  those  of  other  nations  have  also  learned,  that 
while  ]^ast-masters  in  the  craft  of  self-protection,  we  prefer  to  be  recognized 
for  our  efforts  to  gain  prestige,  in  a  war  for  commercial  supremacy,  where 
each  may  emulate  his  fellow,  thus  subserving  the  general  interests  of  all. 

A  people  of  composite  construction,  we  have  a  peculiar  advantage  over 
such  as  ahnost  exclusively  dwell  within  themselves,  hence,  live  but  to  re- 
hearse and  carry  on,  the  same  routine  observed  by  those  preceding  them.  This 
fact  was  never  shown  up  to  better  advantage  than  in  Wisconsin,  when  troops 
w^ere  called  for,  or  volunteered  their  services  for  the  Spanish  campaign.  Those 
who  witnessed  the  dei)arture  from  Camp  Ilarvey,  of  our  boys,  for  the  front, 
could  hardly  forget  that  most  affecting  scene.  It  was  a  splendid  array  of 
manhood  that  passed  along  in  informal  review.  There  was  no  attempt  at 
display,  but  on  they  marched,  with  steady,  swinging  stride,  large  of  frame, 
the  light  of  intelligence  vividly  retlected  upon  their  clean-ciU.  determined 
faces.  With  the  rank  and  file  of  our  legions,  so  splendidly  endowed,  for  life'.5 
material  struggle,  what  may  we  not  expect  of  tln^m  when  dangi'r  threatens? 


It  is  pleasant,  indeed,  to  know  that  eonditions  like  unto  those  (|uoted.  are 
almost  entirely  due  to  the  remarkable  sehool  system,  as  applied  to  the  educa- 
tion of  our  children,  in  Wisconsin,  h'urthermore.  to  this  extremely  liberal 
system  is  undoubtedly  due,  the  fact  of  our  rapid  advancement  in  all  of  our 
nndertakini^s.  commercial  or  otherwise. 

Like  other  threat  commonwealths  having  accomplished  nuich.  individually 
towards  the  nation's  general  advancement,  Wisconsin  has  also  the  proud 
distinction  of  helping  materiall\-.  in  i)romot'ng  a  healthful,  steady  scheme  to 
increase  the  po])ulation  and  develop  all  natural  resources.  A  distinctive  fea- 
ture, with  which  in  an  early  day.  kind  Providence  proved  unusually  lavish, 
was  the  high-grade  ([uality  of  a  majority  of  those  who  first  located  in  Wis- 
consin :  men  whose  eminence  in  professional  circles,  or  fitness  for  commer- 
cial or  other  business  exploits,  gave  to  our  state  the  prestige  and  recognition 
that  even  time  cannot  eliminate.  Her  orators  have  calmed  the  tempest  of 
])reiudice.  belond  all  seeming  possibilitw  her  lawyers  gained  the  gracious 
acquiescence  in  coitrts.  from  the  ultimatum  of  which  there  is  no  appealing, 
her  soldiers  have  ever  been  among  the  foremost  to  ofifer  their  srvices  in  times 
of  peril,  while  her  fame  commercially  is  recognized  the  world  over. 

A  work  like  the  ])resent  one.  "Xotable  iMen  of  W'-isconsin,"  devoted  en- 
tirely to  portraiture,  except  for  the  name,  residence  and  occupation  of  the 
subject,  may  to  many  seem  like  a  useless  extravagance  so  far  as  practical 
results  are  concerned.  lUit.  according  to  the  views  of  business  ])eople.  this 
position  is  decidedly  untenable,  due  care  upon  the  ])ari  of  ])ublishers  being 
exercised  in  seeing  to  it.  that  none  but  those  entitled  to  such  ri'cognition.  be 
allowed  a  ]ilace  in  this  gallery  of  representative  citizens.  The  lieneficial  side 
of  such  a  work,  when  reliable,  is  the  means  it  affords,  for  ready  reference, 
the  indices  being  so  arranged  thai  the  subject,  in  (|uest.  may  be  quickly 
located,  either  by  name,  or  under  a  sub-heading  of  the  ]irofession  or  trade, 
to  which  he  belongs  or  represents. 

A  better  inidt'rstanding.  gener.'dly,  of  Wisconsin's  relative  ])osition.  in 
the  combined  aggregation  of  states  and  as  a  factor  in  the  spread  of  influence, 
now,  more  than  ever,  be'ng  experienced  1)\'  the  people  of  the  United  States, 
brief  reference  will  be  made  to  our  rating,  in  population  and  education,  as 
shown  bv  the  census  of  1900,  to  which  an  addition  of  about  _'o  per  cent,  may 
be  made,  in  order  that  the  result  may  come  somewhat  near  the  increase,  that 
will  certainly  appear  in  the  forthcoming  report,  soon  to  be  issuecl  by  tlu'  de- 
partmeiU  at  Washington,  for  1902. 

'Ihns.  referring  to  educational  matters,  the  school  report,  for  the  year 
ending  May  31.  1900.  shows  there  was  a  general  attendance  of  11,^)74,878. 
Tor  the  same  year,  in  Wisconsin,  the  ])ercentage  of  illiteracy  was  but  (^.J^^. 
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Another  interesting-  fact  is.  that  the  whole  number  of  people  engaged  in 
gainful  occupations,  in  the  L'nited  States,  in  1890.  was  22.735,661,  a  per- 
centage of  36.31  of  the  entire  population,  or  of  47.95  of  the  population  over 
10  years  of  age. 

Classed  in  what  is  called  the  "Xorth  Central  Division."  Wisconsin  shows 
a  handsome  gain  in  those  employed  in  gainful  occui)ations,  between  1881  and 
1890.  that  for  the  former  being  43.23  and  for  the  latter  45.80.  Of  the  others, 
Indiana,  Michigan,  Missouri,  Illinois  and  Ohio,  alone  made  slight  advances. 

Of  \\'isconsin's  population,  engaged  in  gainful  occupations  in  1890,  the 
official  report  was  as  follows:  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Mining,  male 
47.69  per  cent.,  female,  j.^2  ;  Trofessions,  male,  13.24  ;  female,  2./^  ;  Domest'c 
and  Personal,  male.  14.78,  female,  47.87;  Trade  and  Transportation,  male, 
12.89,  female,  5.91  ;  [Manufactures  and  ^lechanics,  male,  21.91,  female,  25.65. 
One  peculiar  feature  in  the  report  of  1890  was  the  fact  that  in  twenty-four 
states  and  territories,  the  per  cent,  of  males  engaged  in  agriculture  was  more 
than  half  of  the  entire  number  engaged  in  gainful  occupations.  The  total 
number  thus  engaged  in  the  United  States  and  Wisconsin,  irrespective  of 
sex,  were :

An  average  estimate  showing  the  percentage  of  city  population  engaged 
in  gainful  occupations  results  as  follows :  Milwaukee.  37  per  cent. ;  Buffalo 
and  Xew  Orleans,  39;  Brooklyn.  St.  Louis,  Los  Angeles  and  Newark.  41  ; 
Baltimore,  Chicago,  Cincinnati  and  Indianapolis,  42;  Louisville,  St.  Paul. 
Washington  and  Memphis,  44;  New  York,  Philadelphia,  and  Atlanta.  45; 
Boston,  Mnneapolis  and  Kansas  City,  46;  Omaha.  48. 

Since  the  very  beginning,  Wisconsin  enterprises  have  made  remarkable 
gains,  and,  in  many  instances,  to  a  degree  beyond  all  anticipation.  Grouped 
somewhat  more  closely,  yet  emblematic  of  general  results,  a  larger  portion 
of  Milwaukee's  business  undertakings,  have  also  prospered.  To  the  some- 
what limited  area,  then  occupied  by  the  State's  metropolis,  we  will  confine 
this  limited  resume  of  what  the  thrift  and  energy  of  the  people  of  Wisconsin 
has  done  towards  the  magnificent  general  results  that  have  caused  the  state 
to  be  regarded  as  among  the  most  representative  and  successful  in  the  entire 
country. 
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It  is  such  an  undt-niahle  record  as  this,  that  ha>  made  it  a  pleasant  duty 
for  the  pubHshers  of  the  present  work.  "Xotahle  Men  of  Wisconsin."  to  re- 
jiroduce  the  Hkenesses  of  many  of  those  who  have  he!])cd  in  the  mater.al 
upbuildin.o:  of  the  state  and  who  are  hvinj;  to  enjoy  tlie  resuhs  of  their  labors. 
And  to  such, — men  of  recoi^nized  substance  and  position, — are  the  passes  of 
this  book  devoted. 

Aided  to  a  marked  (k.i;ree,  l)\-  Nature's  bounteous  .^ifts,  the  State  of 
Wisconsin  and  its  world  renouned  metropolis  have  made  substantial  gains. 
Take  the  latter,  for  instance,  noticeably  small,  inconsequent  place  but  a  brief 
while  ago.  to-day  it  is  counted  among  the  most  substantial  manufacturing 
centers  in  the  northwest. 

Even  now,  our  annual  manufactures  exceed  $200,000,000,  the  output  of 
from  three  to  four  thousand  concerns.  The  employes  suj^iported  by  them 
arc  nearlv  100.000  strong,  the  wages  the\-  earn  amount  to  hard  upon  $50,- 
000,000  annuallv.  the  capital  invested  in  these  establishments  amounts  to 
nearly  $150,000,000  and  the  value  of  the  manufactured  product,  as  stated. 
is  more  than  $200,000,000,  a  gain  for  the  past  year  of  nearly  15  per  cent. 
The  character  of  the  goods  made  is  also  amoiig  the  most  substantial,  includ- 
ing metal  working  industries,  about  500  establishments,  a  combined  capit.'d 
of  from  $80,000,000  to  a  $100,000,000,  and  an  output  worth  fully  40  to  50 
per  cent,  of  those  figures.  Then  there  are  over  100  leather- v.-orking  industries, 
tying  u|)  fully  $20,000,000  in  cai)'tal.  :uid  ])roducing  a  total  outnut  worth  con- 
siderably over  that  figure.  The  shoe  industry  is  another  of  the  larger  fea- 
tures, meat-packing,  furniture,  paints,  stone,  men's  clothing,  and  many  others. 

In  addition  to  all  this  there  is  a  jobbing  trade  of  more  than 
$300,000,000.  an  increase  of  $34,000,000  over  the  total  for  1900.  The 
gain  made  in  the  jobbing  trade  since  1895  is  unusually  large,  the 
former  year  showing  a  total  of  $182,803,727  against  $300,332,267  for 
1901.  To  the  above  total  for  1895,  make  inclusive  the  following  six  years, 
and  we  have  a  jobbing  bus'ness  of  $1,608,906,629,  an  increase  of  64.3  per 
cent.,  about  one-half  of  the  goods  .sold  being  the  actual  product  of  local  in- 
dustries. Largest  among  these  come  drygoods  and  notions,  with  an  outi)ut 
of  nearly  $20,000,000,  while  groceries,  tea  and  coiTee  are  but  $107,000  less. 
The  next  highest  is  grain,  with  a  total  of  nearly  e'ghteen  millions  and  a  half. 

Receipts  and  shipments  by  water  are  also  a  prominent  feature,  the  sea- 
son of  1901,  from  May  to  Xovember.  showing  the  total  aiuount  of  ore 
shipped  as  220,655  tons,  against  77.516  tons  for  the  year  previous.  Coal  re- 
ceipts, last  year,  were  1,827,633  tons,  a  gain  of  I7().ii)i  tons  over  those  in 
1900.  (  )ther  shi])ments,  such  as  grain.  Hour,  lunibrr.  (.tc,  etc..  came,  with 
but  few  exceptions,  in  like  ])roporlion.  (  )f  tolal  arrixa'.s  and  clearances,  at 
the  port  of  Milwaukee,  last  \ear.  there  were  of  the   former:   Steam  vessels, 


4.8i2;  sailinj^  vessels.  894,  aiul  total  tonnat^e.  5.341.422:  clearances:  Stcani 
vessels.  4.769,  sailings  vessels,  907,  total  tonnage,  5.237,393.  Of  flour  and 
grain,  the  receipts  and  shipments  for  1901  were  also  very  heavy. 

Added  to  this  brief  general  summary,  may  be  given  a  number  of  facts 
indicative  of  general  ])rosi)erit\-.  the  same,  though  limited  to  the  city  of  Mil- 
waukee, being  plainly  suggestive  of  the  healthy  condition  of  the  state,  of 
which  it  is  the  metropolis.  Thus.  Milwaukee  banks  show  a  gain  in  clear- 
ings of  $29,121,837,  and  in  balances  of  $4,341,365,  the  clearings  for  1901. 
1900  and  1899,  respectively,  being  $327,533,760,  $298,311,925,  and  $286,585.- 
000.  and  the  balances  $46,085,901.  $41,744,535.  and  $40,246,000.  The  health- 
fulness  of  Milwaukee  is  made  manifest  in  the  report  of  the  department  that 
shows  a  death  rate  of  but  13.01  per  thousand.  Public  improvements  have 
also  been  many,  business  additions  and  investment  of  new  capital  valuable 
as  to  character  and  amount,  demands  for  the  care  and  sustenance  of  the  city's 
]ioor  considerably  under  the  general  average,  and  criminal  record  less,  when 
the  noticeable  increase  in  population  is  taken  into  consideration. 

Still  another  evidence  of  general  prosperity  is  the  marked  increase  in 
interior  investments,  the  year  showing  a  total  of  $5,950,763,  spent  on  new- 
buildings,  an  increase  of  $1,587,712  over  1900.  Of  that  amount  $568,784  was 
expended  in  residence  properties  alone. 

Here.  then,  is  our  apology,  should  any  be  necessary,  for  the  appearance 
of  this  volume,  "Xotable  Men  of  Wisconsin,"  a  large  proportion  of  whom 
have  been  actively  identified  with  every  movement,  to  which  may  be  attrib- 
uted the  progress  and  well  established  commercial  prestige  and  strength  of 
the  great  state  of  Wisconsin.
